On his return to Singapore, he. was 
appointed Acting Second Assistant 
Protector of ‘Chinese at Penang, 
later in.the year becoming Acting 
Third Magistrate. In . 1895 * he 
passed his final examination in 
Cantonese’. (under the Bonus 
Scheme) andtwe' years later passed 
his final examination in Hok-kien, 
thus being the holder of final certi- 
ficeates in three Chinese dialects— 
Tie-Chiu, Hok-kien and Cantonese 
—a rare distinction. Meanwhile 
te had been Acting Deputy Regis- 
trar of the Supreme Court at 
Penang, and in 1897 was appointed 
Second- Assistant Protector of 
Chinese. 


It was in August 1897, that Mr. 


Justice Gompertz first came to. 
Hongkong, arriving here to take up 
the post of Assistant Registrar 
General (now, known .as’ Assistant 
Secretary of Chinese -- Affairs). 
Studying Iaw, Mr, Gompertz was 
called to the Bar at the close of 
the Easter Term, 1899,.'and later 
held the posts of Acting Pollce 
Magistrate, - Assistant’ Colonial 
Secretary and Clerk -of * Councils, 
and Member:.of-the Land -Court 
(New .
